The Connecticut Act Regulating the Distribution, Sale and Trans- 
portation of Pesticides is administered by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Natural Resources. It requires that all pesticides 
shall be sampled under the joint direction of the Commissioner and 
the Director. of The Connecticut Agricultural Experiment Station. 
This Station is required to purchase and analyze samples of brands 
of pesticides offered for sale in Connecticut. Results of such analy- 
ses are to be published inthe bulletins of the Station with such in- 
formation regarding the character, composition and use thereof as 
may be of public interest or importance. 


This bulletin consists of two tables. The number of samples 
from each manufacturer analyzed, the number of deficiencies found 
for each of the various components of the formulations and the aver- 
age per cent of claim found for each component are presented in 
Table 1. The results for 136 samples produced by 30 manufactur - 
ers are summarized. Results of the analysis of 16 samples for the 
presence of contaminants are presented in Table 2. Contamination 
by other pesticides was found in four samples.

The bulletin is in the form of a table presenting the number of 
samples from each manufacturer analyzed, the number of deficien- 
cies found for each of the various components of the formulations, 
and the average per cent of claim found for each component. The 
results for 177 samples of pesticide formulations produced by 40 
manufacturers are summarized.
